The first surgery, on 9/16, was to improve arterial circulation in the left tliigh. 

With ar. incision at the 'groin and another ending at the left knoo and with a tunnel 

T. got a plastic artery. All the medicos raved about the amount of blood that was 
being delivered, to the foot afterward. 

X was kept under until that evening. My first recollection is of Jim ■‘■‘esar and the 
resident sit ting in my room. Shore wae no pain except wieu X used muscles that afctlvnted 
tissue at oho incisxons. X boom no pain pills ail needed none. 

The chief surgeon was the fabulous Charles ^ufnagel. He saw me twicso daily, 3ove 
for the weekend of the20th, when X reported swelling to the other doctors. They did nothing 
5,hat Saturday, apparently regarding it as not abnormal.. and prescribed a diuretic on Sunday, 
onduy Hufnegle told the others it wan not enough to assume fluid retention. He ordered 
some electronic toots that somehow did not get recorded in the book the nurses keep. I 
found out about this the noxt day when 1 was anxious for a friend who could cot.© at pnly 
a certain fciJfto not to come 1 , when I'd not hd in the room. Soon after this an interne who 
was present when Hufnagle ordered the tests visited roe, checked when l reported this and 
promptly had the oversight rectified. It w ns that evening before the tests were made. By 
then I was so ambulatory X walked the not inconsiderable distance to the place in the 
large hospital where tli03e toots are made. After they were made the technician refused 
to lot me warx bae.c» Tho next day ^ifhagsl told r,e what was upJ X was having another 
venous thrombosis. 80 “ was kept In the hospital for another week and another life with 
IVs, Kith which X o6ul& and did walk fairly well# By the time I wce discharged, two weeks 
aster the aurgery, I was again walking well. But while I was awaitinlg transportation home 
that log gov. quite nsuvy, uncomfortable and numb and cold. This was attributed to my 
overdoing it end I left for* home. 
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The discomfort did not disappear. % local doctor iiad no idea of \diat had happened 
and could suggest only that phone ifcorgotown. The resident told me tb tab© no chances 
and return but that was impossible because no transportation was available. The next 
morning Huflnsgel phoned to toll me to be tliera by 2 p.m., when there woul\l bo a room 
ini the very overloaded hospital, % then we wore able to arrange for the Ipeal ambulance 
service to get a crew to 10 an its second vehicle. \ 

But the opo rating room also wjjs over-scheduled and then there was a construction 
accident which made thoso facilities useless for more tino. Although I .returned 10 /l 
they could not get to operare until first thing 10#5. Tliey apparently knew what Iiad 
happened because they imnediatelt reopened tile lower incision and c.loar.cd out th\v natural 
artery as far as they could roach, the ankle. The interne told me a single clot w^.s 15" 
long. What other junk tliey got out I don't know* but stailler stuff did got down Into 
the foot. \ 

Again, on coming to, 1 had no real pain. But tho foot remained and remains uncomfortable. 
They kept me on IV3 03 long as it was aafo and then switched mo to coumadin until the 
built up an adequate level. I cane liar© again tliis past Thursday, the 16th. 

While I still have numbness in the foot, it is not nearly as much as it was. I can 
walk fairly erect but not for long without pain. So I interrupt whatever I'm doing to 
walk briefly and to try to wriggle the toes, etc., to keep the blood flowing. 

For several days after tho leg artery was cleaned up as much as was possible the 
wondeful young anuses kopt trying to find a pulso on the* top of ny foot behind the toes. 
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l*n particularly happy to ho home in tine to onjoy the beauties of fall, all those 
wonderful colors just bo gLnning, WhCs I Kiss the fall work I always enjoyed it does 
not trouolG no particularly because «l believe I* e begun the necessary a&juotnonis.By 
vrinter, if I can t do as I f ve alwcys enjoyed previous printers , I Ml do what I can and 
take no foolish chances. A bad leg is to be preferred over no leg. Vfe f U probably not 
be nolo to continue our contribution toward relieving tlie energy crisis to tho degree
